“1 that they had been furnished with 
arms. About five o’clock p.m. firing waa 
heard in the direction of the pulace, and 
then Mr Inonye was informed that ‘the 
Chinese soldiers were rnaysnering to Japa- 
nesu,. and that he had better seek sone 
place of safety. “He and the other Japa- 
nese employed ‘in the Gazette .ollice then 
made the best of their way to the Legation, 
stones, te., being thrown at them as bhoy 
passed along. When Mr Inouye arrived 
he was told that sixteon or sovouteenaJapa- 
nese students and merchants had beon 
murdered in the streots, and fears were 
expressed for the safety of the Miniater, 
whe stil] rowained with the King. Indeed, 
the little band shut up in the Legation had, 
just decided to try to fight a way to the 
palace when the trumpets of the Japanese 
detuchment was heard, -and in a few to- 
ments Mr Takezoye arrived. By this time 
a good deal of firing -bnd been yuiny on, 
but the Koreans 
pradence in keoping aut of the way of 
the Japanese soldiers, ‘Tho Oficial Guatle 
oflice, the barracks ocoupied by) he Jupancse, 
and qiany other bnildings wera iow all 
burning at the same time, and che whole 
night, was passcd in anticipation of an attack 
upon the Legation, Karly on. the 7th inst 
a sortie was niade to obtain nows, and it 
was ascertained that Chinese soldiers held 
tlio South Gate of the city, und jad takun 
up's position behind tho Japanese Legation. 
The prospect was not encourtging, as there 
svero about 1,000 Chinese trovps, besides a 
multitude of Koreans, but what concerned 
the Japanes!imore than the odds against 
them was the discovery that their provisions 
were running ‘short; indeed the dis- 
advantages of « diet of jhorae-fesh and 
grucl formed the subject of animated con- 
vergation. About eight o’clock am, the 
sentriea fired their rifles, and innmediately 
afterwards the Koreans assailed the Loga- 
tion. Three times the attack wos made, 
but on each occasion the cnomy retired 
fuited and broken. No further attempt 
was mado to gain au outrance, and when 
afternoon came Mr Takozoye held a‘ Council 
of War with Colonel Murakami and other 
oflicers. Colonel Murakami, speaking for

Lowis Williams, who lives in an isolated 
spot “in: the Preston - mountains,- West 
Virginia, having set trap to.capture a fox, 
which he had reason to believe was catry- 


a piece of woods a quarter of 1 mile or se 
from his house. ‘They were cawing furiously 
and circling around above the tree-tops in 
one particular spot. Mr Williams praceed. 
ed thither and liad just entered tha woods
